Boston Herald. 

Signer Sebastian, very well known for 
a quarter of a century in the circus busi- 
nesSi is reported dead in Havana, and is 
said to have died of yellow fever on the 
17th inst. He was famous as a horse- 
trainer, a barebark rider, and especially 
of lute years as one of the few men who 
rode four or six horses at once. In 1877 
and 1878 he was with Van Amburgirs 
Circus, in 187() and 18H0 with Barnum's 
Show and in 1S81 be returned to Van 
Ambur^h's, onlv to leave them with 
BockrilT & Lyon'^i Company for the land 
where he has died. He came of an old 
circus family, bis father, Signor Quigliena, 
having been both a famous rider and a 
manager of circuses in Italy. A groom, 
who has just returned from Havana, re- 
ports that when he left, Hoi) i^tickney and 
Wooda Cook were extremely ill of the 
yellow fever, and since his arrival private 
(lispatches report that Cook Isdeacf. Bob 
Stickney is a handsome young fellow, a 
good bareback and soniersault rider, and 
a son-in-law of old John liobinson, and 
one ofihe most promising young mem- 
bers of the profession, Wooda Cook was 
a member of the old circus family of Cooks, 
and was married to one of the daughters 
of Mme.
